For 17 years, Capt. 
Rusch had resided in Tokio, 
taking active part in young 
People's organizations, 
besides teaching at the 
Rikkyo University. Several 
days after Pearl Harbor 
he was interned 6s Sn enemy 
allene He and 17 other 
Americans were confined in 
a Girls' Catholic school. 
Tere, their activities were 
restricted and usual food 
was Trice, fish, daikon, tea.

Cincinnati, Ohio

Dear Rohwer Residents; 


For the past week or so very little indication of 
interest in relocation has been received here from 
your project, other than inquires about. next spring, 

Perhaps, it is only 4 temporary lull due to prepara- 
tions for Christmas. Families do like to be together 
at Christmas time. If you are planning to relocate 
immediately after Christmas, will you please write us 
about it now? About 350 Japanese Americans will be 
Celebrating Christmas here, many of them around their 
own family firesides vith trees in their homes, Santa 
Claus, 'n everything. Many will be invited to hones 
of newly made friends. Perhaps some will see their 
first "White Christmas," We are having our first 


fleecy snow of the season today, anà hope it stays 
awhile, | 
If you are plaming to relocate in the spring,is 


the wait because of uncertainty about winter problems? 
Well, we woar the same clothes as do Californians in 
the winter time, plus (in rough-weather) overshoes, a 
muffler, and a pair of heavy gloves. Coal for our 
homes does not cost more here than water for our lawns 
does in California for the summer. Then, too, winter 
is mostly over by March 1 in this area. Gardens are 
being spaded, farmers begin thoir spring work, and an 
air of expectancy-of-summer takes bold of people., Farm- 
ers want their arrangements completed by then. So, 
if farmers are planning to relocate in the spring, they 
should be inquiring and planning about it not later 
than January Ll, 

If you are thinking of Cincinnati-and area, we shall 
be glad to hear from you. We think it has proven bet- 
ter to choose a city or un area, come ahead, probably 
to the Hostel, and then take a job efter a personal 
interview. I think you should know that wo have jobs 
at standard wages or salaries for offico workers, nur- 
sery ond groonhouse men, nurses.and nurse's aides, 
mechenics, dontul technicians, fuctory workers, res- 
taurent workers, gardeners, coretakers, farmers, dieti-+- 
cians, and other workers. Persons have arrived, and 
in cooperation with our office, answered ads in their 
own field of work and gotten jobs. Oh yes, there are 
several jobs for college students at attractive salar- 
ies. 

De gent housing is obtainable at prices commensurate 
with earning ability. Children are happy in schools. 
Churches welcome evacuees into membership and activi- 
ties. Library cards are available to all. Night 
school opportunities are plentiful, both academic and 
manual. A Citizen's Committee is available to help in 
solutions of difficult problems, if wanted. 

Relocation here is not a "Bed of Roses 3" neither 
is it a "Crown of Thorns." Life is a lot more normal 
than in camp. And don't we all want to live normally 
agein?
